IMPEDIMENTS TO TRADE,. 


MR RUNCIMAN AND THE INCOME. 
S -DAX. 0 

Mr, Walter Runciman, : president of “the |. 
National Federation of Trade Protection 
Socicties, attended a luncheon of the’ West 
Riding" Trade Proteotion Association at 
Leeds, on March lst, and spoke on trade’ 
aid commerce. ane . 

Formerly, said. Mr. ‘Runciman, we 
bought our food from countries which took 
‘our coal, but“now we had it from lands 
which did not’ want our’ manufactured 
goods or coal, That was 2 prima reason 
‘for the condition of the foreign exchanges, 
We had learnt that indemnities did not 
make for’ good trade, ‘ani .that neither 
Stute subsidies, credits, or doles were 


antidotes to poverty. The handin over 
to ua’ of the German ships struc _ the 
greatest blow st British industry. It wag 
an unmixed misfortune, to shipbuilding 
centres, The German coal réparation to 
}France had had a moat injurious effect 
}on our coal export, and it was doubtful 
whether German payments in‘any form had 
done us any good. State credits were of 
no use, for they were provided oitt of taxes 
from financial Houses, and could not do 
so much’ good as if the money were: left 
to fructify the business houses themselves, 
He could not see. any. sign . of pre-war 
activity being restored so long as railway 
rates were kept at their present high level. 
(Cheers.)° Other impediments ta improve. 
ment were high local rates and the Im- 
perial taxation, which was how over- 
whelming.” , 

Qne shilling on income-tax, proceeded 
Mr! Runciman, produces fifty millions of 
revenue, «which is handed over to great 
spending departments: I believe I am not 
exaggerating when I sqy that to’knock 1s. 
off the income.tax would. diminish the: 
Dectssity for any State credit, provide a 
turnover for greater than could otherwise : 
be obtained. and make the taxable cap- 
ability of the country so much larger that 
a 58. income-tax might actually bring. in 
more revenue than a 6 tnx. (Cheers.) 
We must, he concluded, .-n our eyes to- 
wards re-opening the -closed channels of 
commerce aad freely. buy from and sel] to 
Central Europe.’ The individual should 
bo encouraged everywhere to’ exercise his 
spirit of enterprise and adventure.. We 
too easily got into the way. of, Imagining 
it wos a matter between State and State, 
tas nothing of the’kind. . So far as 
Governments were concerned, he would 
aay to them all alike’: “Sweep away every 
obstacle of your own making; and, having 
‘done that, leave us alone.” (Cheers.)
